When Uncle Sam decides to give a demonstration of econo¬ 
my, he. usually selects some division, of the government which; 
will hit the most people,. Right now the Post Office Department 
has ben selected for such a demonstration which will curtail 
service h throughout the nation, • * ‘ ' 

Residential areas in Freeport are to be reduced to a one 
delivery a day basis,’ with a prospect that mail‘will be delivered 
• almost anytime during the day. Window service is to be started 
an hour later in the morning, so people desiring stamps must 
•wait until, 8 o’clock instead of^procuring them at-7 as in the 
past. Collections from boxes are to be made later in the morn¬ 
ing and earlier in the afternoon and all in all the economy wave 
is going to prove a serious blow to the village. 

While the government spends billions of dollars in support¬ 
ing the prices of farm products, thus keeping the prices for con¬ 
sumers up and forcing taxpayers to foot the bill for bonds and 
interest required to meet the doles handed out to farmers, it 
cuts down the postal service, to avoid a deficit that pales into 
insignificant compared with the grants for purchasing surplus 
potatoes and other;crops to be destroyed. ^ * 

Economy is sadly needed in bureaucratic Washington and 
there are thousands of ways in which it can be brought about 
by curtailments in many agencies besides the Postal Depart¬ 
ment. Perhaps next Noevmber the voters of the country will , 
realize a change is due and vote accordingly. ....... T

Mrs. N. F. Robbins Says 
Measure Wouldn’t Aid

Mrs. Nathaniel F. Robbins, of the 
speakers bureau of—the Woman’s 
Auxiliary to the Nassau ' County 
Medical'.Society and'-past president 
of its health committee was guest 
speaker at the April meeting of the 
Business Women of Freeport held in 
the Brandywyne.

She particularly emphasized 
the excellent county public health 
department and the clinics and 
other services which the doctors 
themselves have made available. 

Since the~govemment health In¬ 
surance program would be financed 
by.payroll deduction, users would be 
paying for it the same as they do 
for other forms of health insurance 
she asserted. It would be available 
only in-case of sickness and there¬ 
fore would not be a measure to im¬ 
prove the health of the-American 
people, Mrs. Robbins contended. 

“If you feel the issue is important 
and really want to do something . 
about it, then you should write your 
representatives in Washington be¬ 
cause they are confused and want 
to see that the health interests .-of 
the. people are protected,” the 
speaker continued.
